Guthrie, Ok., March 24.—One tax 
measure enacted during the special 
session of the Legislature, which the 
governor has approved, places a lim­ 
it upon the rate of levies in the var­ 
ious political subdivisions which may 
be made without a vote of the peo­ 
ple. Extravagant tastes for munici­ 
pal improvements, the adm inistration 
believed, was largely responsible for 
the popular complaint against high 
taxes in cities and towns, and that 
the same reason was applicable, in 
a modified form, to other subdivis­ 
ions. Counties, it was urged, wanted 
palatial court houses and costly jails 
and rural district school houses, not 
only of modern but of high priced 
architecture. While this was an ad­ 
mitted disposition, the state, owing 
to failure to collect certain forms 
of special corporation 
taxes, 
was 
forced last year to push the state 
levy to 2 1-2 mills, including 1-4 mill 
for common school purposes, or with 
in I mill of the constitutional limit, 
and this aided in increasing the size 
of the complaint. 
""All of Oklahoma’s regular tax lev­ 
ies, 
whether 
for the purposes of 
state government, or what not, are 
supposed to be on a full valuation 
basis, or what the property would 
bring at a 
“fair, 
voluntary 
sale.” 
Prior to Statehood the values were 
anywhere from 25 to 33 1-3 per cent.

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When the “fair, voluntary” feature 
was adopted by 
the 
constitutional 
convention, delegates pointed to the 
state of Kansas, explaining that the 
situation would be equalized, for a 
high valuation -with a low tax rate 
would be no m ore-in the end than a 
high tax rate with a low valuation. 
Had the convention’s hopes been real­ 
ized there would have been less com­ 
plaint now about high taxes, but, ap­ 
parently, feeling in need of more 
improvements, 
additional 
school 
houses, 
etc., 
the 
various 
taxing 
boards steered to the levy limits per­ 
mitted by the constitution, and ap­ 
plied them on valuations radically 
higher than ever obtained during the 
territorial days but not, it is conced­ 
ed, on the “fair, voluntary” idea. Had 
it been, judging from the past, the 
complaint about hight taxes would 
have been worse. 
Tax Levies Are Limited. 
The state hopes to gather about 
one-third of the taxes for state pur­ 
poses from railroad companies under 
the Anthony act assessing such cor­ 
porations on a profit-earning capac­ 
ity. The new tax is in lieu of all 
others; and the local situations are 
to be controlled through the act lim­ 
iting levies unless an increase is vot­ 
ed by the people, in which event, un­ 
der the state’s theory, local com­ 
munities will have small cause to 
feel aggrieved. Again, it attem pts to 
force the people to take a needed in­ 
terest in local affairs, particularly 
as to taxation. 
In general the new law says these 
shall be the levy lim its: For count­ 
ies, not more than 5 mills, providing 
that any county may levy not ex­ 
ceeding 2 mills additional in aid 
of the common schools of the coun­ 
ty, and in any county where a coun­ 
ty high school is located, an addition­ 
al levy of not more than I mill for 
such purpose; an additional levy of 
I mill for roads and bridges. Where 
the assessed value of a county is 
less than $4,000,000, 
however, 
the 
county levy shall not exceed 6 mills. 
The city levy is limited to 7 mills, 
the incorporated town to 5 mills, 
township to 3 mills, and the school 
district to 5 mills.

The 
administration 
of 
President 
Taft, considered in its broadest sense 
and covering the work of congress as 
well as that of the executive depart­ 
ment, has achieved one of the most 
remarkable records in the history of 
the nation. 
Within less than a year and a half 
of a triumphant election, within a 
Stile more than a year of buoyantly 
promising inauguration, the prestige 
of the party in power—or, rather, 
that of its controlling organization— 
has fallen to about as low an estate 
as it can fall without precipitating 
the processes of disintegration. 
This condition of the party would 
be certainly fatal but for the fact 
that among the republican leaders 
in congress is a small but constant­ 
ly enlarging contingent of courage­ 
ous men who are standing by the 
people and by what the people un­ 
derstand the party platform to mean. 
Whatever prestige the republican par­ 
ty has at this time with the masses 
of the people, more especially in the 
Great West, is due to progressive 
leaders who hold out the hope that 
they, in due course of time, will 
gain control of the organization. 
But instead of recognizing the plan 
if disturbing truth, the leaders in 
control of the organization are at­ 
tempting to deceive 
the 
country 
which they already have betrayed. Im 
stead of advancing legislation calcu­ 
lated to win confidence and respect, 
even such 
measures 
as 
President 
Taft has recommended are presented 
ib such form as to forfeit the sup­ 
port of the progressive members, 
who are in accord with the people. 
Yet these measures are advanced 
as “administration bills,” and the 


country is called to witness that Aid- 
rich, Cannon and their subserviants 
are “co-operating with the adminis­ 
tration.” 
For example: 
The railroad bill is not in accord­ 
ance with 
the 
president’s 
recom­ 
mendations, as those recommenda­ 
tions were understood. It is true—to 
mention only one point—that not only 
Mr. Taft, but Mr. Roosevelt as well, 
recommended the legalization of rate 
pooling under certain restrictions to 
be imposed by the interstate com­ 
merce commission.

mere formality of filing copies of 
those agreements with the commis­ 
sion. 
This would take them entire­ 
ly out of reach of the Sherman anti­ 
trust law. 
Neither President Roosevelt nor, 
presumably. 
President 
Taft, 
con­ 
templated making the postals sav­ 
ings banks, provided for in the bill 
now pending, adjuncts of Wall street 
instead of financial aids to the re­ 
spective communities in which such 
banks might be situated. But the bill, 
as framed, would divert the addition­ 
al deposits into the hands of the 
money changers of New York. 
Yet these bills are held up to the 
country as “administration measures” 
If they are—or if their jokers are 
not repudiated by 
the 
president— 
then so much the worse for the ad­ 
ministration, for the country will not 
be deceived by such transparent ma­ 
neuvers.—Kansas City Star.

harmonious than the republican cau­ 
cus for the selection of four mem­ 
bers on the Rules Committee tonight 
The democrats showed themselves as 
eager for harmony with in their own 
ranks as did-the republicans, and 
so the fight against the selection of 
Fitzgerald failed. 
The four democrats for the Rules 
Committee were selected in a single 
ballot, as follows: Champ Clark of 
Missouri 125 votes, Oscar Underwood 
of Alabama 102, J. J. Fitzgerald of 
New York 99, Lincoln Dixon of In­ 
diana 98. 
Mr. Slayden of Texas received 69 
votes. One hundred and forty-two 
votes were cast, making seventy-one 
necessary for election. 
The nearest approach to trouble 
arose over a resolution offered by 
Representative Sims of Tennessee, in* 
structing the democratic members of 
the committee to insist on reporting 
out a resolution providing for the 
selection of all of the committees of 
the house by the membership of the 
house instead of by the speaker, This 
resolution, It is understood, was aim­ 
ed at Fitzgerald, who is opposed to 
taking from the speaker the power 
to select committees. Mr. Sims was 
earnestly supported by Messrs. Bur­ 
leson of Texas, Jones of Virginia and 
Baattett. of Georgia* who had opjxjs- 
ed Fitzgerald’s selection. Mr. Rainey 
of Illinois raised a point of order 
against the resolution, which was 
sustained by Representative Clayton, 
the chairman of the caucus. 
(Mr. Sins Is Persistent 
The Sims resolution was first of­ 
fered before the balloting began and 
after the election Mr. Sims re-offer­ 
ed his resolution, but the caucus was 
in no mood to consider it 
The proposition to take the ap­ 
pointment of all committees out of 
the hands of the Speaker and com­ 
mit it to an elective committee of 
fifteen members was regarded as in­ 
volving very grave possibilities of 
delay and confusion in the organiza­ 
tion of the house, and some of the 
democrats thought it best to put off 
discussing it to some future time. 
So the Sims resolution was laid aside 


for the present and the caucus ad­ 
journed. 
It is expected that the four mem 
hers of the minority selected at to­ 
night’s caucus and the six republi­ 
cans selected at last night’s caucus 
will be elected to the new rules 
committee in the open house tomor­ 
row without much difficulty or de­ 
ejay. The new committee will begin 
the discharge of its functions on 
Tuesday next, under the terms of 
the Norris resolution, which crest 
ed it 
The present Rules Committee will 
then be dissolved, the speaker will 
pass from the committee and it is 
expected that the direct weight of 
his great influence will cease to dom­ 
inate it as it has dominated the old 
committee in the past.

Guthrie, Ok., March 24.—One tax 


measure enacted during the special 
session of the Legislature, which the 
governor has approved, places a lim- 
it upon the rate of levies In the var- 
ious political subdivisions which may 
be made without a vote of the peo- 
ple. Extravagant tastes for munici- 
pal improvements, the administration 
believed, was largely responsible for 
the popular complaint against high 
taxes in cities and towns, and that 
the same reason was applicable, in 
a modified form, to other subdivis- 
ions. Counties, it was urged, wanted 
palatial court houses and costly Jails 
and rural district school houses, not 
only of modern but of high priced 
architecture. While this was an ad- 
mitted disposition, _the state, owing 
to failure to collect certain forms 
of special corporation 
taxes, 
was 


forced last year to push the state 
levy to 2 1-2 mills, including 1-4 mill 
for common school purposes, or with 
in 1 mill of the constitutional •"Kmttr 
and this aided in increasing the size 
of the complaint. 
-All of Oklahoma's regular tax lev- 
ies, whether for the purposes of 
state government, or what not, are 
supposed to be on a full valuation 
basis, or what' the property would 
bring at a "fairr voluntary 
sale." 


Prior to Statehood the values were 
anywhere from 25 to 33 1-3 per cent.

When the "fair, voluntary" feature 
was adopted by the 
constitutional 


convention, delegates pointed 'to -the 
state of Kansas, explaining that the 
situation would be equalized, lor a 
high ^valuation 'With a low tax -rate 
wouW be no more~in the end than a 
high tax rate with a low valuation. 
Had the convention's hopes been real- 
ized there would have been less com- 
plaint now about high taxes, but, ap- 
parently, feeling in need of more 
improvements, 
additional 
school 


houses, etc., the 
various 
taxing 


boards steered to the levy limits per- 
mitted by the constitution, and ap- 
plied them on valuations radically 
higher than ever obtained during the 
territorial days but not, it is conced- 
ed, on the "fair, voluntary" idea. Had 
it been, judging from the past, the 
complaint about bight taxes would 
have been worse. 


Tax Levies Are Limited. 


The state hopes to gather about 


one-third of the taxes for state pur- 
poses from railroad companies under 
the Anthony act assessing such cor- 
porations on a profit-earning capac- 
ity. The new tax is in lieu of all 
others; and the local situations are 
to be controlled through the act lim- 
iting levies unless an increase is vot- 
ed by the people, in which event, un- 
der the state's theory, local com- 
mun(ties will have small cause to 
feel 'aggrieved. Again, it attempts to 
force the people to take a needed In- 
terest in local affairs, 
particularly 


as to taxation. 


In general the new law says these 


shall be the levy limits: For count- 
ies, not more than 5 mills, providing 
that any county may levy not ex- 
ceeding 2 mills additional 
in aid 


of the common schools of the coun- 
ty, and in any county where a coun- 
ty high school is located, an addition- 
al levy of not more than 1 mill for 
such purpose; an additional levy of 
1 mill for roads and bridges. Where 
the assessed value of a county is 
less than $4,000,000, 
however, 
the 


county levy shali not exceed 6 mills. 


The city levy is limited to 7 mills, 


the incorporated town to 5 mills, 
township to 3 mills, and the school 
district to 5 mills.

Guthrie, Ok., March 24.—One tax 


measure enacted during the special 
session of the Legislature, which the 
governor has approved, places a lim- 
it upon the rate of levies In the var- 
ious political subdivisions which may 
be made without a vote of the peo- 
ple. Extravagant tastes for munici- 
pal improvements, the administration 
believed, was largely responsible for 
the popular complaint against high 
taxes in cities and towns, and that 
the same reason was applicable, in 
a modified form, to other subdivis- 
ions. Counties, it was urged, wanted 
palatial court houses and costly Jails 
and rural district school houses, not 
only of modern but of high priced 
architecture. While this was an ad- 
mitted disposition, _the state, owing 
to failure to collect certain forms 
of special corporation 
taxes, 
was 


forced last year to push the state 
levy to 2 1-2 mills, including 1-4 mill 
for common school purposes, or with 
in 1 mill of the constitutio«aT"Wmrtr 
and this aided in increasing the size 
of the complaint. 
-All of Oklahoma's regular tax lev- 
ies, whether for the purposes of 
state government, or what not, are 
supposed to be on a full valuation 
basis, or what' the property would 
bring at a "fairr voluntary sale." 
Prior to Statehood the values were 
anywhere from 25 to 33 1-3 per cent.

boards steered to the levy limits per- 
mitted by the constitution, and ap- 
plied them on valuations radically 
higher than ever obtained during the 
territorial days but not, it is conced- 
ed, on the "fair, voluntary" idea. Had 
it been, judging from the past, the 
complaint about bight taxes would 
have been worse. 


Tax Levies Are Limited. 


The state hopes to gather about 


one-third of the taxes tor state pur- 
poses from railroad companies under 
the Anthony act assessing such cor- 
porations on a profit-earning capac- 
ity. The new tax is in lieu of all 
others; and the local situations are 
to be controlled through the act lim- 
iting levies unless an increase is vot- 
ed by the people, in which event, un- 
der the state's theory, local com- 
mun(ties will have small cause to 
feel 'aggrieved. Again, it attempts to 
force the people to take a needed in- 
terest In local affairs, particularly 
as to taxation. 


In general the new law says these 


shall be the levy limits: For count- 
ies, not more than 5 mills, providing 
that any county may levy not ex- 
ceeding 2 mills additional in aid 
of the common schools of the coun- 
ty, and in any county where a coun- 
ty high school is located, an addition- 
al levy of not more than 1 mill for 
such purpose; an additional levy of 
1 mill for roads and bridges. Where 
the assessed value of a county is 
less than $4,000,000, 
however, 
the 


county levy shall not exceed 6 mills. 


The city levy is limited to 7 mills, 


the incorporated town to 5 mills, 
township to 3 mills, and the school 
district to 5 mills.
